THE NEW PARTY QUESTION, 

Waenineton, D. C., Nov, 25.—A good 
many Senators and members have been here 
during the last few days engaging quarters for 
the sersion. An opportunity has thut been 
given for an expression of views off the 
revenue and civil service reform movement 
which proves to bs quite unanimous against 
any attempt to forma new or third party, al- 
though quite general on the part of Demo- 
cratsand Western Republicans in favor of 
organizing the next house on the basis of 
revenue reform. One Western Repub 
lican member declares that the 
people of his section are uni- 
ted in favor of reduciog the tariff to a rey- 
enue standard, without aflording azv*‘inci- 
dental protection, and he believes that an at- 
tempt will be made in taat direction at the 
coming sezsion, without waiting for the next 
Congress. 

A Penns; ivania Republican member, whose 
opinion has been asked, says that the Admin- 
istration must resist such a movement with 
all of its influence, and that the law convening 
the Forty-second Congress on the 4th of 
March must be repealed, or else that State 
will be hopelessly lost to the Republican 
party. Thecoal and iron aud mannfacturing 
interests of that State, he declares, will go to 
utter decay if the tariff is farther reduced. 

The revenue reform Republicans say that 
they will show their strength in the present 
House by uniting with the Democrats—vote 
to prevent the repeal of the law convening 
Congress on March 4th. While there will be 
no absolute political coalition, it is pretty 
evident, judging from the general talk of the 
liberal Republicans, that members of the fvo 
parties will be foand voting together im the 
eom‘ng session, as they voted ‘n the last tn 
favor of lower rates of duties.

Additional troops will 
probably be sent into the State from General 
Halleck’s command, 

THE PACIFIC MAIL ROBBERIES. 

Speeial Post Agent Alfred Barstow writes 
from San Francisco, California, uader the 
date of November 16th, that he bas thoroych- 
ly examined the locality of the late mail rob- 
bery on the Centra] Pacific Railroad, and has 
come to the conclusion that the actual depre- 
dators were four soldiers from Camp Halleck, 
and that the two men, Morten and Baker, 
now under arrest at Elk, were in the robbery 
and shared inthe spoils. The agent’s theory 
is that the latter left the four soldiers at Deep 
Spring and started for Salt Lake, while the sol- 
dies struck offto the southwest toward Nicks 
or Pioche. One of the men, now under arrest, 
he thinks, will eventually confess and impli- 
cate a large pumbecr of persons in other simi- 
lar depredations. Parties are out in pursuit 
of the four soldiers, with instructions to tol- 
low them into Mexieo, if necessary. The 
prisoners will be tried by the State rather 
than the United States Courts, as the penalty 
in the foamer case is fortyfyears’ imprizon- 
ment whereas by the United States laws it is 
but ten years. The agent expects to capture 
the four robbers by the time they reach 
the neighborhood of Salt Lake City. All 
but three of the registered money letters have 
been recovered. One of those missing was 
that of Seligman & Co., of San Francisco, 
containing $10,000. Before leaying Elkner 
Barstow received information of the arrest of 
two other parties supposed to bave been con. 
cerned in the robbery. As far 9s could be as- 
certained the recovered ictters have been re- 
turned to the senders. 

THE SESSION OF THE CABINET 
was unusually protracted to-day, the Presi- 
dent's message forming tbe principal topic of 
discussion. All of the Cabinet were present 
except the Postmaster General. 
THE INDIAN POLICY. 

The President instructed Secretary Delano, 
in reference to his Indian ‘policy, to have sur- 
wyed the lands ceded to the Creeks and 
Seminoles and the Cherokee country west of 
the 96th degree of longitude, with a view oi 
designating for each Indian family its leqitt- 
mate-tract of land. This will be done to en- 
courage agriculture and mechanics amoung 
the Indians, who, it is thought, will take 
more pride in intproving themselves if they 
live on land which they can call their own, 

RED TAPE. 

A noteworthy instance of official stupidity 
and red-tapeiem happened to-day in St. Louis, 
Miseourl, While a large fire was in progress 
in that city, the discovery was made that in 
one of the burning buildipgs which was con- 

“tiguous to the postoffice a large quantity of 
whisky was stored. To prevent an ex- 
plosion, some one srugegested to the 
postmaster, who happened to be the 
only United States official on the spot, 
the propriety of sending a force to remove 
the whisky and thereby save the postoffice 
from destruction. The latter declined to in- 
terfere in the matt«r except by official order, 
and actually telegraphed for instructions to 
the supervising architect of the treasury at 
Washington, At last accounts the Secretary 
and M. Mullett were considering the expedi- 
ency of wnting to the postmaster to call out 
the Fire Department. 

A COLLECTOR’S STORY. 

The Collector of Interval Revenue at Fay- 
etteville, South Carolina, writes that he seized 
about one thousand pounds of tobacco at the 
Scotch fair held at Richmond, because the 
stamps thereon had been used a second time, 
The tobacco was subsequently recaptured 
near Fayetteville by the Kuklux, the Collector 
alleges, and carried into a swamp.

It is a policy which, if 
pursued with that sanguinary fanaticism 
which Germany displayed during her in-

understood, that Prussia does not 

to apply the race principle to the liberation 
of her Polish subjects any more than she 
now proposes to regard the will of the 
people of Aleace and Lorraine. On the 
contrary, the whole tone of Prussian sen- 
timent now is that, while other nations are 
desperately quarrelsome, immoral and 
wicked, Prussia alone is fitted by her 
morality, her piety, her civilization, her 
peaceable disposition to make laws for all 
the infenor nationalities about ber. Her 
people are taught to believe that her su- 
premacy is to regenerate the world, and 
that an ocean of blood is not too great a 
price to pay for the success of such a holy 
crusade. 

It is because King Wii114m’s policy is 
not a peace policy; itis because the Ger- 
man union which he has brought about 1s 
to become a great engine of conquest, and 
make the ZoLLERN family the dictators of

Young Men’? Taken in and 
Dene tor by a Louis. 
ville Weman. — 


Tbe placid borom of Cincinnati society has 
been disturbed by a social scandal, and the do- 
mestic happipess of a man of tne world has been 
blasted by the intrigues of a member of the 
demi-monde. Paradorical as this may seem, it 
is nevertheless true, for a p t business 
man of that city bas for many months been wed- 
deg to and living witb a notorious courtezan tn 
‘Ditesful ignorance of the character of his wife. 
Though well-known asa traveled man of the 
world, and one of good judgment and sound 
sen:e, he must have been,in many respects, 
painfully unsophisticated—not to say green. The 
Cleopatra in this case hails from this city and ts 
well-known among tbe fast young men about 
town. 

During the late war there came to this city 
from Greenville, Alabema, with her motber, a 
jeung lady named Ella B. Jordan. She was 
young, inteliigent and, at that time, very hand- 
some, and she soon iound a large number of 
triends and acquaintances, and among them was 
a young Men Well-known in musical and thea- 
trical circles, to whom »+he was married in Decem- 
ber, 1865.
